the leak, which occurred between 
Pine st. and Westwind rd., on 
Elm st. 

The small pipe from the College 
is tied into the town lines through 
the raeland area, having been 
formerly used to supply water to 
the College. On this occasion, the 
water ran from North Andover’s 
main, back into the town system. 
A shut-off is located at the jjJrae- 
land development, allowing use of 
the water without pouring it back 
into the ruptured town main 
farther down the street. 

The entire area on the south 
side of Elm st., from Washington 
st. to Pine st.; and both sides of 
Elm st., from Pine st. to the North 
Andover line, was without water. 

The trouble wasn’t too hard to 
locate, with water boiling up 
through the surface at the break. 

But workmen soon found that re- 
pairing the break was far from 
simple. 

Bassett said there are three to 
four feet of frost in the ground. 
And, in addition, department 
crews had to break through the 
concrete surface, which contains 
reinforcing bars. 

“The water came out so fast 
the pumps couldn’t keep up with 
it7; Bassett explained, thus 
forcing the shut down of the area. 

Loud in his praise for the resi- 
dents, Bassett pointed out that 
the men often had so much coffee 
on hand that they couldn’t drink 
it all. There were no complaints, 
he added, only normal inquiries 
about when the service might be 
resumed. Most families managed 
to obtain drinking water from 
friends, he said. 

Working on the break were 
Walter Waker, James Goodwin, 
David Thomson, William Knight, 
John Campbell, William McSurdy, 
George Dolan, Guy Conkey, Wil- 
liam Mosher and James Cahill.

He explained that the high 
pressure system, onto which the 
area was placed this fall, carries 
about 50 pounds more pressure 
than does the low pressure sys 
tem, with water coming from [an- 
croft Hill reservoir. The lower 
pressures should result in de- 
creasing the breaks in the line 
through the rest of the 
weather. When spring comes, las 
sett continued, the system can be 
put back on high pressure and an) 
breaks can be fixed far more 
easily.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Doubtful Method Proposed 


Town meeting time always seems to bring one or two 
surprises, in the form of unexpected articles. 

And this year is no exception. For John O’Connell, 
whose interest in town affairs goes way back, now sug- 
gests that the town meeting officially re-organize the 
Taxpayers’ Association — a privately-incorporated group. 

No doubt Mr. O’Connell’s idea is based on the method 
used to organize this group years ago. At that time, Mr. 
O’Connell took the floor of town meeting to ask the voters 
to remain after the official adjournment. And, once this 
was accomplished, he urged the voters to form the watch- 
dog association. This was done. 

The present procedure, however, is markedly different 
from the one used in years gone by. Now, he asks that the 
town officially intervene in the business of a private 
group. No matter how much sense this might or might not 
make, in relation to the ends he seeks to accomplish, it 
seems to be of doubtful legality. 

As a matter of fact, we would hesitate to endorse any 
procedure that would allow the town meeting to interfere 
with the private business of any group of citizens, as long 
as the function of the organization is legal. 

This seems to be somewhat of an invasion of the rights 
of individuals to organize and operate an Association and 
might serve as a precedent in future years. 

We feel certain that Mr. O’Connell’s motives and opi- 
nions are honest and that he is trying to accomplish some- 
thing here that might take years to work out in any other 
way. But regardless of this, the methods suggested appear 
to be somewhat short on logic. 


We Should All Attend 


The mass-meeting next Monday night to discuss the 
town’s attitudes toward industrial growth is of prime im- 
portance to every resident. And as many as _ possible 
should plan to attend the 8 o’clock session in the Library. 

The meeting, with many town boards and official agen- 
cies, and a host of organizations from throughout the town, 
is designed to develop a clear understanding of what the 
community wants, 

The Industrial and Development Commission feels that 
a positive approach, backed up by all the official and 
private groups, will go far in the business of selling 
Andover as a location. 

On the other hand, disagreement over where the town 
should go and a resulting sit-on-the-hands attitude by 
some individuals and groups, can effectively scuttle what- 
ever policy is established, 

Thus attendance at the meeting Monday night is im- 
portant. That will be the time for any ideas or any objec- 
tions. It should be possible, after such a session, with 
the various groups having an opportunity to further study 
the basic policy statement, to develop a positive approach 
to industrial development in the community. And this is, 
without a doubt, the time when we most vitally need some 
growth in that direction.

Boiled down, the gripes center around the old custom 
of having a lump sum available. If salaries were a little 
higher than anticipated at the beginning of the year, no 
matter. The money would be there. The same thing for 
expenses — if they ran higher than figured, there’d be 


plenty of money. 


Now, for example, some departments have run short of 
funds in the salaries or the expense items — and they 
have not been allowed by the accountant to transfer money 
from one to the other. This has created some rather heated 
comment, to the effect that someone is trying to discour- 
age efficient operation of government by putting up these 


road blocks. 


Quite to the contrary, we believe, this system of ac- 
counting is a good one. The Finance Committee has the 
authority to allow the transfer of money from one purpose 
to another, when the need is proven. As government be- 
comes more costly, it seems only sensible to install good 
accounting measures to keep up with it. 


Dollars and Sense 


Homeowners of Massachusetts, 
including the owner-occupants of 
2-family and larger dwelling 
Structures, pay not fess than half 
of the total property tax, studies 
made by the magoavers Federation 
reveal. For the year just con- 
cluded, 1958, this amounted to 
more than $300 million. 

More than one third of the total 
Massachusetts property tax is paid 
by the owners of single family 
homes, the Federation adds. 

Bay State business on the other 
hand pays a surprising 35 percent 
of the total tax bill. This is 
pointed out because there is little 
likelihood that business property 
accounts for much over 25 percent 
of the actual market value of tax- 
able property in Massachusetts. 

The explanation of this develop- 
ment lies in two factors. First, 
higher valuations are consistently 
placed by local assessors on so- 


called income properties, particu- 
larly retail and utility properties. 
The second reason is due to the 
concentration of business property 
in urban centers with their tradi- 
tionally higher tax levels. This 
combination results in the ex- 
aggerated tax bills paid by Bay 
State business. 

The reverse side of this particu- 
lar coin shows that the percentage 
total of taxes paid by residential 
property owners — slightly in 
excess of 60 percent — understates 
the proportion of residential pro- 
perty to all property on a full 
value basis, a figure which pro- 
bably lies in the 55 to 70 percent 
range. This bias in favor of re- 
sidential property reflects the 
local assessors’ solicitude for the 
homeowning and rentpaying voter, 
and his implicit faith in the tax- 
paying ability of business.

test a strip of adhesive containing 
small squares of filter paper and 
saturated with a harmless pro- 
tein substance is applied to the 
skin. In some cases there is a 


disease. It merely indicates that 
at some time the individual has 
come in contact with a sufficient 
number of tuberculosis germs to 
cause a reaction to the testing 
material. 

Chest x-rays will be taken of 
all those students who react posi- 
tively to the test.
